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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed 10/8/10 which amends claim 26, and cancels claims 14-23 has been 
entered. Claims 1-13 and 25 were cancelled by the amendment filed 6/28/10. The drawings filed 
10/8/10 have been reviewed and accepted by Examiner. Claims 24 and 26 are under examination. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An Examiner's Amendment to the record appears below. Should the change and/or

Authorization for this Examiner's Amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Debora Plehn-Dujowich on 10/18/10. Applicants agree to cancel claim 24 and agree the 
Examiner's proposed amendment to claim 26. 

Amendments to the claim: 

Delete claim 24. 

Claim 26 (Currently amended). A purified recombinant fusion protein comprising a 
binding peptidomimetic and a biotin-binding streptavidin core sequence, wherein said binding 
peptidomimetic comprises a binding domain of a heterologous polypeptide derived from the a 
CDR-H3 loop of an anti-HER2 rhumA 4D5 and wherein said binding peptidomimetic is fused to 
the N- terminus of a streptavidin core sequence by a flexible linke r; said fusion protein 
comprising SEQ ID NO: 8, 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The 1 12/2 rejection of claims 17-21 is withdrawn in light of cancellation of these claims. 
The 102(b) rejection of claims 14, 15, 16, 19, 22 and 23 by Zhang et al. is withdrawn in light if 
cancellation of said claims. The 103(a) rejections of (i) claims 1,17 and 18 by Zhang et al. and 
Greene et al; and (ii) claims 1 and 20 by Zhang et al. and Greene et al. are withdrawn in light if 
cancellation of said claims. Claim 26 is allowed.
